Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 7-1 3 are allowed over prior art. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 

matter: 

2. Claims 8-9 are indicated allowable and the reasons for the allowance are stated 
in previous office action dated on 12/13/2004 (see paragraph 4). 

3. Claims 7 and 1 1 are indicated allowable because the prior art in the record does 
not or suggest a burn-in socket assembly with the newly added features that an 
insulative base defines a plurality of passageways in a middle portion thereof and a 
slider member defines a plurality of holes corresponding to the passageways of the 
base recited in the claim 7 and that a slider member moves relative to the base along 
the horizontal direction and at least one actuation member actuates the slider member 
to move in the horizontal direction recited in independent claim 1 1 . 

4. The newly added claim 12 is indicated allowable because the prior art in the 
record also does not teach a burn-in socket assembly comprising an insulative base 
defined a plurality of passageway in a middle portion thereof and a sensor 
accommodated in an aperture to provide signals to a controller during being operated at 
a high temperature. 

5. Claims 10 and 13 are dependent on claims 7 and 12 respectively and indicated 
allowable accordingly. In the "Remarks", applicant argued that none of the prior art 
teach or suggest the newly added features that an insulative basie defines a plurality of 
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passageways in a middle portion thereof and a slider member moves relative to the 
base along a horizontal direction (see pages 6 and 7). The examiner found out that the 
applicant's argument is persuasive.
